JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 1. — 
A 30-day extension of the experi- 
mental street car fare schedule in 
St. Louis has been approved by the 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
with one change, which eliminates 
the 35-cent week-end pass. 

The previous schedule, in effect 
90 days, expired today. The com- 
mission authorized the company to 
put the revised fare schedule into 
effect today. The schedule now in 
force includes a 10-cent cash fare 
for adults, four tokens for 35 cents 
and sale of a Sunday or holiday 
pass for 25 cents. The fare for 
children is 5*cents cash, six tokens 
for 25 cents. 

In a recent conference with the 
commission, representatives of the 
city of St. Louis suggested further 
modification of the fare schedule to 
restore sale of the former weekly 
pass for $1, good for 12 rides, with 
5-cent rides thereafter on the tick- 
et stub, during the week for which 
the pass was sold. This proposal 
was not approved by the commis- 
sion.

Telling of the gravity of the 
crisis in the United States after the 
breakdown of financial systems in 
Europe, the President said that 
“many of the leading banks sought 
directly or indirectly. to convert 
their assets into gold or its equiva- 
lent, with the result that they 
practically ceased to function as 
credit institutions.“ Moreover, he 
said, many of our citizens sought 
flight for their capital to other 
countries, and many of them at- 
tempted to hoard gold in large 
amounts.” 

Piles Up Mass of Statistics. 

He credited the leadership of the 
Republican party, in this crisis. 
with having saved the nation from 
“a generation of chaos-and degrad- 


ation.” 


Interpolating, he said he had 
from the Department 
Commerce, that since July 1 
more than a million men had re- 
turned to work in the United 
States. 

To enter upon a series of deep 
changes, to embark upon this in- 
choatic new deal,” he said,. “would 
be to undermine and destroy our 
American system.”

2. He said the Democratic par- 
ty, judging by the record of the 
Democratic House, would inflate 
the currency. “Fiat money,” he 
charged, “is proposed by the Dem- 
ocratic party as a potent measure 
for relicf from this depression.” 

3. He said that, in the last ses- 
sion of Congress, under the person- 
al leadership of the Democratic 
candidate for the vice-presidency, 
the Democratic House passed a 
bill that would have put the. Gov- 
ernment in the personal banking 
business.

Asserting the plan “is nothing 
but a ‘stagger system’ of employ- 
ment which already is in far too 
extensive operation in many indus- 
trial concerns,” he says: 

„A permanent cure for existing 
economic ailments, however, will be 
found only in the reduction in 
working hours, with increased 
hourly wage rates which will com- 
pensate workers for their increased

„Means Downfall of Capitalism.” 

“To spread human misery and 
poverty over more people and to 
apply the Communistic principle of 
division of wealth only to those 
who are now suffering from pov- 
erty, to the exclusion of those who 
have something to divide, will sure- 
ly mark the downfall of capitalism 
and the establishment of a form 
of Communism that, at least, wil) 
be democratic in principle.” 

Whitney asserts the plan has a 
“rather attractive name” but that 
its operation is accomplished in 
such a manner as to “deceive” 
workers regarding its “real na- 
ture,” which, he says, is “a dis- 
guised form of wage cutting which 
will have far more serious conse- 
quences than the ordinary wage 
cut.” 

“From the standpoint of remedy- 
ing present economic conditions," 
he says, “the ‘share-the-work’ plan 
or any other scheme that contem- 
plates reduction in working hours 
with reduction in pay, is absolutely 
futile. It is, at best, only the 
spreading of misery and poverty 
over more workers. 

“It does not remove the funda- 
mental cause of present conditions, 
which is the lack of m m- 
ing power, because it does In- 
crease.the total buying powér, In 
fact, In many instances, it may ac-

They worked for 
his election four years ago and did 
everything they could, resorted to 
every fair and unfair means, and 
they are working for him now.” 

Norris referred to the “business 
career of Mr. Hoover in London. 
He declared Mr. Hoover made “an 
immense fortune” through the or- 
‘ganization of corporations and the 
selling of stock to the unsuspecting 
public.“ 

Norris contrasted the public rec- 
ords of President Hoover and Gov. 
Roosevelt on the water power ques- 
tion and asserted the “contest is 
between monopoly and the people.“ 

“The record proves that Presi- 
dent Hoover has used the appoint- 
ing power of his great office to 
serve the interests of the power 
trust,” Norris said, while Gov. 
Roosevelt, in his appointments in 
New York State, has selected men 
who could be_relied upon to pro- 
tect the public from the power 
trust.”

FOOCHOW, China, Nov. 1.— 
Two regiments of China’s famous 
Nineteenth Route Army, which 


defended Shanghai against the 
Japanese last spring, left here to- 
day to fight the Communist armies 
in Northwest Fukien Province. 

A group of American missiona- 
ries who have been forced to flee 
from their missions before the ad- 
vancing Communists arrived here 
today from Yen Ping, 150 miles ia- 
land. Dr. Gerald Downie of Mount 
Ayr, is one ot the arrivals, said 
outlaws were overrunning the 
evacuated areas.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—With both 


the police and leaders of the un- 
employed showing restraint, no se- 
rious clash or injury marred yes- 
terday’s march of the unemployed, 
in which between 25,000 and 35,- 
000 men women and children 
trudged through Chicago’s loop to 
Grant Park. 

It was one of the greatest dem- 
onstrations of its kind in Chicago's 
history, yet the police scrupulously 
refrained from any show of sup- 
pression and the parade leaders 
marshaled their followers in erder- 
ly, peaceable fashion. 

One policeman, who drew a re- 
volver after a squabble with some 
of the marchers, was promptly or- 
dered by his Captain to put the 
weapon away. 

Signs and banners were carried 
by the marchers: Some of them 
read: 

“Less Cops, More Bread”; “Na- 
tional Student League of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago”; “The New 
Deal, What Is It?” “We Want 
Work, Not Charity”; “Millions Will 
Never Work Again.” 

While the march was in prog- 
ress, a committee representing va- 
rious organizations of the unem- 
ployed conferred with Mayor An- 
ton Cermak and presented demands 
for an allowance of $7.50 weekly 
for each family of two; $5.50 for 
each single man; free car fare for 
unemployed and school children; 
free gas, water and electricity; re- 
lease of unemployed under arrest; 
a public works program to build 
homes for the idle, and no distinc- 
tion between white and Negro 
workers. 

The Mayor assured the repre-

and perhaps most important of all, that 
insensate post-war speculatory craze. It 
achieved far greater extension and uni- 
versality than any other phenomenon of 
the same nature whith ever preceded it, 
including both the famous “tulip craze” 
of Holland and John Law’s “Mississippi 
Bubble.“ 

Perhaps Sir Norman's complete state - 
ment portrayed some understanding of 
these well-known provocations of the 
recession of present date. Perhaps, too, 
the reading public would be interested in 
hearing more of one of the world’s out- 
standing financiers and pois inability to 
effect logical deductions!

Public sentiment seconds that 
censure. That hectic “Coolidge market,” in which 
Mr. Hoover four years ago saw the dawn of economic 
emancipation—that vast national folly is ended, and 
not in this generation shall we again sow such wild 
oats. 

There is a quality, or, in any event, a semblance, 
of Uberallim in Mr. Roosevelt’s philosophy that is 
not discernible in Mr. Hoover’s preachings or prac- 
tices, but as regards a plain, frankly presented policy 
or program for creating a wholesome, fair economic 
status, Mr. Roosevelt has been as disappointingly 
vague as Mr. Hoover has been.

remarked that less than 3 per cent of the American 
people paid income taxes. Prosperity in such a 
disequilibrium is a bitter myth, and a dangerous, in- 
tolerable reality. The chasm between the romantic 
riches of the higher brackets and the multitudes a 
month or two this side of the bread lines is deep 
and broad. It is deep enough and broad enough to 
serve as the grave of the present civilization and the 
present economic order. Everybody is thinking 
about it. Everybody is talking about it. Not a 
word, though, from our presidential candidates. 

And the machine, here doing the work of 100 men, 
there the work of 1000, and in its totality marshal- 
ing an army of unemployed upon whose ability to buy 
and pay for their food, clothing and shelter, upon 
whose ability to live, the whole fabric of civilization 
depends—the whole economic cosmos, from yachts 
and palaces to Fords and flats.

Clark’s attitude toward the whole veteran setup is 
the greatest weakness of his candidacy, as might be 


expected of one of the organizers of the American 


Legion. In airing his bonus views on the eve of 
election, he has béen fair with the voters. He has 
warned them how he would vote in the Senate on a 
subject that will become of increasing importance 
as time goes on.

speech, Mr. Hoover said that “the funda- 


mental issue in this campaign, the de- 
cision that will fix the national direction 
for a hundred years to come, is whether 
we shall go on in fidelity to the American 
tradition or whether we shall turn to in- 
novations, the spirit of which is disclosed to 
us by many sinister revelations and veiled 
promises. 

This is an interesting prophecy, and it is 
a pity the President did not explain it. For 
up to that point in the campaign, nobody, 
I think, would have guessed that any issue 
had been raised by either candidate which 
was so fundamental that it could change 
the “national direction” for a hundred 
years. 

The Republicans have made a severe and 
reasonably well justified attack upon the 
record of the Democratic House under Mr. 
Garner’s leadership. But if everything they 
have said is accepted at face value, both as 
to the badness of the Democrats and the 
goodness of the administration, it is still 
puzzling to know what Mr. Hoover means 
by suggesting that there was infidelity to 
the American tradition and a sinister reve- 
lation of a purpose to pervert it.

ISREGARDING criticism of existing 

tariffs as too high, President Hoover has 
ordered an investigation to determine wheth- 
er they are not in fact too low. He cglis the 
attention of the Tariff’ Commission’ to the 
fact that “currencies in 30 countries have 
now depreciated from 5 to 56 per cent.” 
He suggests that this has “reduced the 
standards of living in those countries and 
greatly widened the difference in the cost 
of production” of 16 important commodities, 
as compared with cost of. producing the 
same goods in the United ‘States. He di- 
rects that a report be made “at the earliest 
possible moment” on the desirability of in- 
creasing present rates in order to meet such 
competition and thereby “afford all possible 
relief to unemployment.” 

The question of tariffs and depreciated 
currencies was thoroughly explored last 
spring by the Tariff Commission, in pur- 
suance of a Senate resolution directing such 
an inquiry. The commission found that 
there had been “relatively little difference” 
in the value of imports from countries off 
the gold standard and those still on it. Dur- 
ing the period from October, 1931, to Feb- 
ruary, 1932, the value of imports from six 
leading European countries with depreciated 
currencies had declined 28 per dent com- 
pared with the corrésponding period of the 
previous year, while the decline in the case 
of six leading countries remaining on the 
gold standard was 23 per cent. 


* * * * 


In terms of value, therefore, imports from 
countries with depreciated currencies, in- 
stead of increasing, as many excited mem- 
bers of Congress insisted at the time, had 
actually declined. The commission did not 
attempt to measure imports on a basis of 
volume. But it left the clear implication 
that, at least as late as May 6, When its 
report was filed, little reason existed for be- 
eving that imports from cheap-money 
countries were flooding American markets. 

A still more direct effort to force action 
in this matter wag made in the House of 
Representatives. A bill introduced by Mr. 
Hawley, joint author of the present tariff, 
aimed to raise rates on imports up to the 
amounts payable if there had been no cur- 
rency depreciation in other countries, and 
also to provide duties for certain goods. still 
on the free list. This measure whs opposed 
by Chairman O’Brien of the Tariff Commis- 
sion, for one reason because he believed it 
would unfairly discriminate against some 
of our best customers and, for another, be- 
cause he thought “the theory that nations 
increase their production capacity by de- 
preclating their currencies is a fallacy.” 
The bill also was discussed by Secretary 
Mills, who expressed the opinion that it 
was based on a false assumption of the ef- 
fect of depreciated currencies on prices.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nev. 1.— 
The Missouri ‘Public Service Com- 
mission. today ordered the Missouri | 
Utilities Co. to file reduced sched- 
ules of electric rates for 25 towns 
and communities it serves in South- 
east Missouri. The new rates. 
to be effective Jan. 1, will provide 
an average reduction of about 16 
per cent. 

The order was issued in a rate 
and valuation case instituted by the 
commission in 1927. The case af- 
fected only properties of the Mis- 
sourl Utilities Co. in, Southeast 
Missouri, and not other electric 


ä utilities it operates in Central and 


Sotuhwest Missouri. The company, 
controlled by the Community Pow- 
er & Light Co., has its main office 
in St. Louis. 

The commission fixed the. fair 
valuation of the company’s prop- 
erty in 26 towns and communities 
in Southeast Missouri at $1,750,000 
for rate-making purposes, as of 
last Dec. $1, and ruled the com- 
pany was not entitled to earn a 
return of more than 7% per cent 
on that valuation. Company prop- 
erty in Poplar Bluff was included 
in the rate base, but Popiar Bluff 
will not share in the reduction as 
the commission found existing. 
rates there should not be dis- 
turbed. 

Towns and communities to re- 
ceive reductions are: Cape Girar- 
deau, Bloomfield, Sikeston, Charles- 
ton, IIImo, Fornfelt, Ancell, Kelso, 
Chaffee, Oran, Morley, Marston, 
Benton, Blodgett, Bertrand, East 
Prairie, Anniston, Morehouse, Es- 
sex, Dexter, Bernie, Parma, Lil- 
bourn, Dudley and Fisk.

Tris Speaker, the “Gray Bagle” 
of baseball, believes that both the 
Cardinale and Rogers Hornsby 
made a ten-strike when Hornsby 
was signed for next season by the 
St. Louls club. 

Here in a business capacity with 
the theatrical production, “The 


outfielder. took time out to dis- 
cuss his first love, baseball. Al- 
though ruddy of countenance and 
fairly trim of figure his gray hair 
gives him the appearance of being 
beyond the 44 years with which he 
is credited in the baseball records. 

“Hornsby isn’t through as a 
player,” said Speaker. “He has 
slowed up, of course, but he isn’t 
old, and he will always be able to 
hit. With the managerial load off 
his shoulders he will be able to de- 
vote all his time. to getting into 
condition, and I see no reason why 
he can’t make the grade and the 
ball club on his merits. 

“His punch should add a lot to 
the Cardinals, and Frisch should 
go great at third base. Sam Brea- 
don and Branch Rickey made a 
smart move when they signed 
Hornsby.” 

Yankees Greatest Powerhouse Team | 

Speaker, who came up to the 
majors in 1908, was asked to name 
what he considered the greatest 
club he had ever watched in ac- 
tion, 

“You’d have to divide baseball 
into two eras to answer that ques- 
tion,” he replied, “classifying the 
teams before and after the ‘rabbit’ 
ball entered the game. If you're 
talking abou. a slugging, power- 
house team, the yankees during the 
Ruth-Gehrig regime, have the call. 
But, as for great teams which re- 
lied on great pitching and tight 
baseball, I'd consider the Boston 
Red Sox of .912 as the greatest. 
We did everything right—at least 
until we entered the world series. 

“Opposing the Giants in the 
series, and overwhelming favor- 
ites, we won the first game, and 
pulled into a lead in the second, It 
was a cold, raw day, and Duffy 
Lewis dropped a fly ball which led 
to the scoring of six runs. The 
game finally ended in a 6-6 tie aft- 
er 11 innings. The tie gave the 
Giants heart and believe me, they 
fought when their backs were to 
the wall, The series see-sawed 
down to the eighth game, which 
we won in the tenth, 3-2 

“In that all-important game the 
turning point was Fred Snodgrass’ 
famous $50,000 muff of a fly ball,” 
Speaker added that, as he recalled 
the play, the chance was a diffi- 
cult one and that Snodgrass was 
criticised more than was war- 
ranted. 


“Connie Mack and I were dis- 
cussing the great teams of base- 
ball about two months ago,“ con- 
tinued Speaker, “and while he 
didn’t tell me what he considered 
was the greatest team of all time, 
he did say that his Athietics of 
1912, beaten out by the Red Sox 
for the pennant, was the strongest 
club he had ever managed. Con- 
nie said that his team of 1913, 


the world championship, was about 
30 per cent weaker than the club 
of the season before.” 

Discussing present-day condi- 
tions, Speaker said his belief was 
that major league club owners 
would make a mistake if they re- 
duced the player limit below 23 
players, as is now advocated in 
some quarters. Twenty-five play- 
ers is not too many, and 23 should 
be the minimum, he said. “How- 
ever, I will say.” he added, “that if 
the players know the limit is going 
to be reduced to 20 they will go 
out and hustle every minute for 
their jobs.” 

Speaker, who broadcast major 
league baseball games for a Chi- 
cago station in 1931, believes that 
radio develops new fans. 

“It brings out the women,” he 
said, “and if you get the women 
going any place the men will go, 
too. 

“Broadcasting tough? It was for 
the first few weeks. Until the let- 
ters start coming in you can't get 
away from the idea that perhaps 
you are talking to yourself.”

new Governor-General without a 
recommendation from the Free 
State Government. Thus far the 
Government has not decided what 
it will do in the matter. Epitomised, 
the position as described in Free 
State Government quarters, is this: 

Governor-General McNeil’s re- 
tirement“ was not the result of a 
move by the Free State Govern- 
ment for the abolition of his office. 
It was well known by the public 
that there had been differences of 
opinion between the Governor- 
General and the Free State Gov- 
ernment. As one prominent Free 


State official adroitly described the ) 


situation to the correspondent, 
there was a “clash of tempera- 
ments.“ 


Meantime, the Chief Justice ot 


the Free State, Hugh Kennedy, is 
fully empowered to carry out the 
necessary duties of a Governior- 
General. 

So far as the business of the Free 
State is concerned, it is not essen- 
tial that a new Governor-General 
be appointed. More than incident- 
aly, from the standpoint of the 
taxpayer, there is a big saving so 
long as there is no Governor-Gen- 
eral. The yearly salary of the 
Governor-General is 10,000 pounds 
(about $22,900) and there is a con- 
siderable additional allowance for 
maintaining the office, The Irish 
taxpayer is very hard pressed at 
this moment. 

In due course the Irish Free State 
Executive Council presumably will 
consider the question of the Gov- 
ernor-Generalship. Whether it will 
decide to recommend to King 
George that he appoint another 
Governor-General, or whether they 
will feel that the Chief Justice 
should carry on for the time being. 
remains to be seen. No Govern- 
ment official can be found who is 
willing to venture a prédiction. 

The cogtinuance of the Chief 
Justice as Acting Governor-General 
obviously might be the forerunner 
of the absolute abolishment of the 
office.

Opener’s Procedure After Response 
of One No Trump. 


ONTINUING yesterday's dis-

player. One purpose of the no 
trump response is to give, the open- 
er a chance in the event that he 
has a big hand. 

The reason I mention this is that 
the example hand I have furnished 
today was the cause of a lot of 
grief in a recent duplicate game. 

If your original bid was made on 
an aggressive type of hand in 
which you held six of one suit and 
four of another, keep in mind the 
likelihood of your partner having 
a freak distribution. as well. Gen- 
erally, his response is based on a 
shortage of your first suit. There- 
fore unless your six-card suit is 
solid, show your four carder. at 
two; that is, do not force in either 
suit. If there is a game in the 
hand, providing your partner holds 
specific cards, you will get there by 
conservative bidding, whereas if he 
does not hold those very cards you 
may incur a heavy penalty. ~ 

Even by the responder, a suit is 
not bid that is not playable. Oc- 
casionally you will have a five-card 
suit headed by the nine spot that 
constitutes part of your response of 
one no trump. If this suit happens 
to be the suit that should be the 
ultimate trump it is only because 
your partner has the top honors 
and will declare it. 

If you study this hand you will 
readily see that West should not 
make a forcing bid over his part- 
ner’s One no trump response, al- 
though all that is needed to pro- 
duce a game in the hand is four 
hearts, ace high, and the jack of 
diamonds,

It does not mean 
indifference to the truth or 
weakness in defending it. The 
indifferent man is not tolerant; 
he is merely indulgent. What 
Emerson called “a mush of con- 
Sessions“ is not toleration; it is 
just mushiness. Much of what 
passes for toleration today is 
simply lazy, hazy indifference, 
an open-mindedness so open 
that ideas go in one ear and out 
the other. A man who lets er- 
ror be as good as truth, or to 
whom one idea is as good as 
another, is not tolerant; hé is 
dead of mind. 

No, toleration is not neutral- 
ity, a refusal to take sides. Nor 
is it approval of error. It is 
positive, not negative. Only a 
man who is clear and firm in 
his beliefs can be tolerant in

Making Bread Is 


an Easy Job Now 


OR some strange reason, most 

men attach particular moral’ 

virtue to the baking of bread 
at home. It is probably a hang- 
over from the sentiment, “Just like 
mother used to make.“ But it is 
true that home-made bread, as 4 
change now and then, does taste 
rather nice. 

Here are some good recipes that 
may taste just like mother used 
to make, but call for baking pow- 
der and soda instead of yeast, and 
can be turned out very easily and 
quickly. 

The early settlers of Boston had 
quite a reputation for the sterner 
virtues, yet their recipe for Boston 
brown bread might find welcome 
on even the most pleasure-loving 
tables.. You begin its making by 
mixing together two cups of sour 
milk and one cup of real molasses. 

To this inviting beginning, add 
two cups of corn meal. Sift into 
the mixture one cup of graham or 
whole-wheat flour, one and one- 
half teaspoons of baking soda and 
one-half teaspoon of salt. A lot 
depends on a thorough beating. 

Grease a steaming mold careful- 
ly. Any large tin with a tight-fit- 
ting top can be used in place of a 
regular steaming mold. It must 
be absolutely waterproof; that is 
the main and only requirement. 

Pour your batter into the mold. 
Place in boiling water. Steam for 
three hours, from the time the 


water about the begins to 
boil. : . 

Sooner or later ery patient 
wife is bound to hear about the 
jJohnnycake someone used to make 
for her husband before he was 
married. Here is a fitting answer 
to such nonsense: 

Sift together one and one-fourth 
cups of flour, two and one-fourth 
teaspoons of baking powder, one 
teaspoon of salt, three-fourths tea- 
spoon of soda and two tablespoons 
of sugar. Sift once more. Add 
one cup yellow corn meal. Mix the 
dry ingredients with two well beat- 
en eggs and one and one-fourth 
cups of sour milk. 

If you have buttermilk at hand, 
so much the better. Add three ta- 


blespoons of melted fat. Grease a 
pan 8x8x2 inches well, and pour in

Bake in a hot oven for 
40 minutes.

Food for Growth 

HE individual does not grow 
T from childhood into adulthood 

with a consistent pace. 
During the first four or five years 
of its life the average child grows 
rapidly. Then before “school en- 
trance growth is retarded. 
There is a slight acceleration of 
growth at about 7 of 8, followed 
by a decline in the rate of growth 
at about the age of 10. This is 
followed by a new spurt of growth 
at the period of adolescence. 
Much attention has been paid in 
recent years to the food requifo- 
ments of the child during the pe- 


I riods of its growth acceleration. 


Emphasis has been put on the 
qualitative aspects of the diet, its 
vitamin content, its mineral salts, 
and other characteristics. 

On the other hand, the simple 
caloric aspect, or total quantity as- 
pect of the diet, has suffered 
some neglect. Attention, however, 
should be paid to the amount as 
well as to the consistency of the 
food for the growing child. 

In a study of what happens to 
the body of the growing child dur- 
ing these spurts of growth, it has 
been revealed that the basal 
metabolism of its body varies from 
time to time. 

Basal metabolism is a measure- 
ment of the energy requirements 
of the body at rest and under cer- 
tain set conditions of digestion, 
work and temperature. 

In a study of 28 girls and 19 
boys from 10 to 16 years of age, 
made at Mt. Sinai Hospital in New 
York City, it was found that there 
is an increase in the basal metab- 
olism rate of the body in what is 
known as the prepubescent period, 
that is, before sexual maturity 
sets in. 

Evidently, during this period the 
body burns up more than the av- 
erage amount of fuel per unit of 
body. This finding points to th? 
fact that for best development the 
pubescent boy and girl require ad- 
ditional food intake.
